A fad Con- 
sence of this Practice 1s, that their 
Childrens Morals are debauch’d by 
the Frequency of fuch Sights, as 
only ft them to become the Maffers 
of Slaves. This is one bad Cuftom A 
amongft many others ; but as to their 
enetal Ufage of them, "tis monftrous 
and fhocking. To be fure, a mew 
Negro*, if Ke muft be broke, either 
from Obftinacy, or, which I am more 
apt to fappofe, from Greatnefs of 
Soul, will require more hard Dit B 
cipline than a young Spaniel: You 
would really be furpriz’d at their 
Perfeverance ; let an hundred Men 
few him how to hoe, or drive a 
Wheelbarrow, he’ll ftill take the one 
by the Bottom, and the other by 
the Wheel; and they often die be- C 
fore they can be conquer’d, ‘They 
are, no Doubt, very great Thieves, 
but this may flow from their un- 
happy, indigent Circumftances, and 
not from a natural Bent ; and when 
they have robb’d, you may lafh them 
Hours before they will confefs the D 
Fact; however, were they not to 
look upon every white Man as their 
Tormenter; were a flight Fault to 
be pardon’d now and then; were 
their Mafters, and thofe adamantine- 
hearted Overfeers, to exercife a little 
more Perfuafion, Complacency, Ten- E 
dernefs and Humanity towards them, 
it might, perhaps, improve their 
Tempers to a greater Degree of 
lra¢tability.

of thinking, by reading the Report of 
the Army Committee. To cheat or 
defraud thofe whofe Concerns are in- 
truited toour Care, is furely a Breach 
of the Law of Nature, and a Crime 
wich every Man of common Honour, 
not authorized by Cuffom, would 
blah to be charged with.——The

This 

Refolution was the lefs to be doubted of, 

as the Enemy, being more and more pref- 

fed, by the Approach of the King of Sar-G 
dinia’s Army, tound themfelves obliged to 
take a violent Refolution: For which Rea- 
fon, the Prince immediately made the ne- 
ceflary Difpofitions to receive the Enemy in 
a vigorous Maaner. At x1 0’Clock at Night, 
i 


Brown detach’d Major Gen. Czech, and the 
Colonel of Vettes’s Regiment, Epel, and 
the Colonel of young Korigfegz, Marin, 
with ten Companies of Grenadiers, over 
the Canal of Sr. Bomico, to facilitate the 
Retreat of Nadafti*s Corps, and to ftop the 
Enemy till the faid Nadafi, with ‘all the 
Huffars and Warafdiners, and the Germon 
Cavalry under the Command of Gen. Ls- 
chefi, had repaffed the faid Canal. This 
was all performed in good Order, aiter 
which the faid General Czock and the two 
Colonels Epele and Marini with the Infan- 
try, who all diftinguifh’d themfelves ex- 
ccedingly, retired to the Left Wing.

In Confequence of this In- 
trepidity on our Side, the Enemy with their 
Right Wing wag obliged to leave us the 
Field of Battle, with a Lofs of 8 Cannon 
and 20 Pair of Colours, and a great many 
kil’d and wounded: Whereupon General 
Brown order'd the Grenadiers and fome In- 
fantry to follow the Enemy. ‘They formed 
indeed a Battalion Quarre, but Col. 0 Don-

up Arms againft him, and a potent Alli- 
ance formed .to fopport his Rival, whofe 
Caule was owned by the King of Portugal, 
and even by his Father-in-law the Duke of 
Savoy, Catalonia was firft in the Revolt, 
which was foon after followed by Arragor, 
and fuch ill Succes had his Armies in Jta/y, 
that by the Advice of his Grandfather, he 
entirely evacuated that Country, In 1707, 
his Affairs were in fome meafyre reftored, 
by two very remarkable Events ; the firft 
was the gaining the Battle of A/manza on 
the r4th of April, by the Duke of Bereich; 
and the other, the Birth of Lewis Prince 
of Afwias on the 14th of Auguf follow- 
ings In 1709, the Allies, had fo great 
Succefs, that King Pdiip found himfelf 
fhut up, as it were, in Cafisle ; and the Year 
following, the Lofs of the Battle of Sarra- 
goa, forced him to abandon Madrid, into 
which his Competitor entered.in Triumph. 
It was not long however before he forced 
the Allies to retire from thence into the 
Kingdom of Arragon. 7 

The next Year, 1711, King Charies be- 
came Emperor, which gave Philip a great 
Advantage, fo that he foon recovered all 
that had revolted from him in Spasn ; and 
in the Year following concluded a Peace: 
with England and, Portugal;, and quickly’ 
after with the reft of the Allies, the Em+ 
peror only excepted, In Virtue of this 
Peace, Naples, Milan, with the reft of the 
and the eaghe 
Countries, were yielded to the Hou 
Auftria, and Sicily given to the Duke of 
Savey, who was afterwards forced to ex. 
change it for Sardinia, by the Quadruple 
Adliance; and King Pbilip alfo a 
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350 Cafe of a Perfon 


renounced his Right of Succeffion to the 
Crown of France, in Favour of the Houle 
of Orleans. 

On the 3d of Feb. 1714, he loft his firft 
Confort Queen Mary, by whom he had 
Lewis, Prince of Afurias, beforemerti- 
on’d, Philip, Prince of Cafile, born May 
28, 1712, who died foon after, and Ferdi- 
nand, the prefent King of Spain, born 
Sept. 12, 1713. The King could not be 
long without a Wife, and therefore the 
very fame Year, wiz. Sept. sth, he mar- 
ried Elizabeth Farnefe, Daughter and Heir- 
efs of Edward Il. Duke of Parma, and 
alfo of the Houle of Medicis, born Odi. 
14, 1692. 

This Marriage‘ having been negotiated 
by Fulius Alberoni, a Subje& of the Duke. 
of Parma, and a Prieft, he obtained the 
Cardinal’s Hat at the Interceffion of the 
Queen his Miftrefs, and was foon after 
made Prime Munifter. He enter’d into a 
bloody War, in order to have recovered 
Naples and Sicily, but his Views being de- 
feated by the contracting Parties in the 
Quadruple Alliance, and the great Blow 
given to the Spum/> Fleet, by Sir George 
Byng, he was obliged to refign his Em- 
ployments, and to retire into /tady. 

In 1720, King Pbilip acceded to the 
Quadruple Alliance; and thereby procured 
the eventual Succeffion of the Buchies of 
Parma and Placentia, and of the Grand 
Duchy of Tufcany, for his eldeft Son, by 
his fecond Wife. The next Year his Ne- 
phew, Lewis XV. of France, was contracted 
to his Daughter, the Infanta Maria ; and 
his Son, the Prince of Afurias, married 
the Daughter of the Regent, as his Bro- 
ther, Don Caries, did another Daughter of 
the fame Prince. In 1723, the Reconcili 
ation between the two Courts of France 
and Sparn, was entirely finifhed, and to- 
wards the Clofe of that Year, the Regent 
died, which put an Erd to that Syftem, 
calculated rather for aggrandizing his own 
Family, than for the Welfare of either 
Kingdom. 

In 1724, King Péittp thought fit on the 
th of January to abdicate his Throne, to 
which his Son Lewis I. fucceeded to the 
univerfal Satisia€tion of the Spani/b Nation, 
who were exceffively defirous of feeing them- 
felves governed ‘by a Native of their own 
Country ; but their Joy was very fhort-liv'd, 
fince that Prince died on the 2cth of Au. 
gxf following, of the Small Pox. Upon 
this, King Périp refum'd the Crown, tho’ 
many of the greateft Lawyers in Spain, 
thought it ought to have defcended to his 
fecond Son, Ferdinand, his prefent Catholick 
Majefty. TheDuke of Bourbon, who fucceeded 
the Regent in the Management of the Af- 
fairs of France, fent back the Infanta, upon 

which the Queen Dowager of Spain, and

In 1733, the War broke out on the Score 
of the Succeffion to the Crown of Pelnd by 
which the Spaniards had an Opportunity of 
attacking the Impérialifts in Tia/y, which 
ended in the Acquifition of the Kingdom of 
Naples and Sicily, for Don Carlos, in ex. 
change for Parma, Placentia, and Tufcany

and the Duke of Lorain ; after which tho 
Differences began, which, at length, when 
Palliatives had been long tried in vain, 
obliged Great Britain to declare War againtt 
Spain, O. 23, 1739, and foon after fol-

The Patient, having heen frequently con- 
verfant with the hke Accidents,, was fuffi- 
cently alarmed at the Danger ; and having 
been. the Year before, received a Patient 
into St, George’s Hofpital, repaired thither 
for Relief. 

Dr. Hoadly, attending in the Room of 
Dr. Baiey, the PhyGcian of the Week, di- 
reted him to have the Wound {carified, be 
blooded, ufe the Pulwis antilyffus, and Cold 

ath. 

About a Fortnight after the Accident, 
being the Full of the Moon, his Symptoms 
became fo violent, that was defired to 
meet my Brethren in Confultation. I found 
him fitting on a Bed, with one of his Legs 
tied to the Poft ; and, upon enquiring how 
he came placed in that Pofture, he told me, 
he himfelf faftened the Cord, apprehending 
he mght grow mifchievous: And, upon 
our propofing to him to pat on the ftrapp'd 
Wailtcoat, he seadily confented to it, ex- 
prefling great Dread of becoming hurtful. 
He told us, he had felt a Numbnefs in the 
wounded Thumb, which fhot up his Arm 


And, 
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faid, he would endeavour it: Atnd taking 
a Spoonful of Ale-houfe Drink into his 
Mouth, he was inftantly feized with Con- 
vulfions, beginning from the Bottom of the 
Abdomen, and aicending with great Vio- 
lence to the Head, till he fell into a Fit of 
longer Duration than the former: How- 
ever he {wallowed the Liquor, and, upon 
his recovering his Senfes, he pointed with 
great Vehemence to his Arm, fignifying, 
that he defired to be blooded ; from which, 
he afterwards told us, he had before found 
Relief. 

As his Pulfe were extremely hard, we 
direfted the Surgeon to take away 16 Oun-

This Method, with little Variation (fuch

ally abated. He fell into Languors, which 
were cafily removed by the Ufe of Affa fa- 
tida, Valerian, (ce. 

As he was now free from any Diforders 
in his Head, and his Pulfe beat with a na- 
tural Softnefs, I advifed him to return to 
the Ule of the Cold Bath, Pauly.

heated. 

He is now reftored to a tolerable State of 
Health (except at the new and full Moon :) 
For tho’ he feels fome Alteration in the 
Quarters, they are not fo confiderable ; at 
which Time, his Symptoms return in fome 
Degree ; but fo flightly, as not to prevent 
hin from following his Calling, which he 
Ras changed to feiling of Greens, not he- 
ing entirely freed from the Dread of Dogs.

his Experiments with Glafs Tubes of about 
two Foot long ; the Bore about an Inch in 
Diameter. But a ferupulons Exactnefs in 
thefe Proportions, he obferves, is no Ways 
necefary. The thinner and lighter thefe 
Tybes are, the fooner they are excited, 
tho’ they don’t retain their Power fo long 
as thofe, which are more thick and fubftan- 
tial, But where you intend to communi- 
cate the eleétrical Power, as faft as you 
excite it, he prefers a light Tube ; tho’ it 
ought never to be lefs than’ one Twelfth of 
an Inch thick, becaufe of the Danger of 
breaking it by the Fri€tion. 

The Tube, before it is rubbod, fhould be 
always made dry and warm, which may be 
done by laying it before the Fire. One 
Thing more he remarks, wiz, That Glafs 
Tubes, exaétly of the fame Dimenfions, 
made at the fame Time, and with the fame 
Materials, vary confiderably with regard to 
their Fitnefs for ele@trical Purpofes. Clear 
and dry Air, with fome Degree of Cold, is 
moft eligible, tho’ he has fucceeded in the 
greateft Fogs, but with more Difficulty.

Ax was carried before them into the Hall, 
with the Edge from them, and they were 
placed in feparate Rooms, About 9 o’Clock 
the Lord High Steward came in a grand 
Proceffion, with five Led. Coaches, and his 
Body-Coach with his Attendants before 
him ; after which the Srate Coach came, 
and ten Footmen bare-headed. ‘Then the 
Lord Chief Juftice of England ; the Maiter 
of the Rolls ; and the reit of the Judges in 
Town, and the Maflers in Chancery fol- 
lowed in Proceffion to the Houfe of Peers. 
Sir V4 tiliam Saunder{on, Bart. Deputy Uther 
of the Black Rod was in the Coach with 
the Lord High Steward, and carried the 
White Wand. Afterwards the Lords were 
marthali’d in the Painted Chamber, and 
walk’d in Proceffion, according to their 
Dignity. The Lords having taken their 
Flaces, the Clerk of the Crown in Chan- 
cery prefented. the Commifiion, appointing 
a Lord High Steward, to the Lord Chan- 
ccllor on his Knee, and the fame being de- 
jiver’d to the Clerk of the Crown, it was 
read, all the Lords ftanding up, uncover’d. 
Then the Staff was deliver'd to the Lord 
High Steward, by Garter King at Arms, 
and the Gentleman Uther of the Black Rod.

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HE Allied Army in the Netherlands re- 
mained in their Camp at Terheyd till 
the Sth Inft. N. S. when General Ligonier 
arrived at Willemfladt from England, and 
repaired direétly to the Army. Upon his 
Arrival a Council of War was held, wherein 
it was refolved to march towards the Bifhop- 
rick of Liege in order to meet the great 
Reinforcement then approaching from Ger- 
many, under the Command. of General 
Palf. Accordingly the Army began its 
March on the 1-th, and on the 22d they 
were joined at Peer by this Reinforcement 
from Germeny, Count Polf having arrived 
the Day before at the Head Quarters, which 
were then at Ma/k 1b, as did alfo Prince 
Charles of Lorrarr, who. had come Poft 
from Vienna, to take upon him the chief 
Command of that Army, which then con- 
fitted of 77 Battalions and 174. Squadrons, 
befides 3 Bartalions of Irregulars, between 
30 and 40 Squadrons of Hu/Jars and feveral 
free Companies, amourting in the whole 
to above 80,000 Men. From Pvrer the 
Army marched to Ma//c/t, where it encamped 
on the 26th Inftant, which is the laft Ac- 
count we have of it, nothing very remark- 
able having happened during the March 
exept a pretty fmart Skirmifh on the 23% 
near Diefie, between a Body of 4000 
Aufrians and a large Detachment of French 
under the Count d¢ Clermont, n which a

By our Jaft we left a Detachment of the 
French employed in the Siege of Mors un- 
der the Dire@tion of the Prince of Cons, 
and covered by their Grand Army under 
Marfhal Saxe, incamped for that Purpofe 
near Antwerp. As the City of Mens was 
moft vigouroufly defended, the Siege con- 
tinued till the rrth Inftant, when the Ga- 
rifon, confifiing of fix Battalions Dutch, Gx 
Battalions Axfir:ant, three Squadrons of 
Mattka’s Regiment of Dragoons, and one 
free Imperial Company, were obliged to 
furrender them‘elves Prifoners of War, ail 
except the Prince of Heffe Pirlipidal, Gene- 
ral Naa, and three other Officers to he 
named by them, who by the Capitulation 
had Leave to retire, and continue in the 
Service. After the Reduétion of this 
City, the French apply’d themfelves with 
fuch Vigour to*the Siege of Sr. Ghilain,

we nnd, that they not only Keep their Port 
in Placentia, but have taken Poft with the 
main Body of their Army on the other Side 
of the Po, between the Rivers Adis and 
Lambro, where they hope to be able to iup- 
port themfelves tifl thofe Reinforcements 
arrive which aré upon their March from the 
South of France, and in the mean Time 
they draw their Subfiftance from the M!:- 
neje, and keep event the City of Milan itfelt 
in a continual Alarm, fo that it is very 
nuch the Intereft- of the Av/riars to drive 
them from that’Poft; if poffible ; and this 
may be probably attempted, if it be true, 
as our laft Accounts fay, that the Au/rien 
and Sardinian Armies have joined. As the 
French and Spani fo Generals have not finee 
the laft Battle been much difturbed by the 
Auftrians, they had, it feems, formed a 
Scheme. to, furprife Pazia, for which Pur- 
pofe the Marquis de Mirepoix, at the Head 
of eight Battalions of Foot, fome Compa- 
nies of Grenadiers, and 1000 French Hor'e, 
marched on the 29th ult, and had in the

that he hoped the many Services his Father 
had done the Government, would have 
fome little Weight with their Lordfhips for 
the above Purpofe.—That he had always 
taken great Pains to bring up his Son in 
the Revolution Principles. —That the con- 
ftant Behaviour of his Son, who had the 
Hoaour Q! bearing a Commiflion under his 
Majeliy, was well known to many of 
their Lordfhips, and therefore he appealed 
to them, whether his careful Endeavours in 
the Education of him, being attended with 
Succefs, did not, in fome Meafure, fhew 
he was far {rom encouraging thofe Princi- 
ples which had now brought on him this 
unhappy Difgrace.—That for his own Part, 
he had always, till he was, on this prefent 
Rebellion, perfuaded to fwerve from his 
Allegiance, been a true and faithful Subje& 
of his Majefty.—That he had, from the 
firft Rife of the prefent Rebellion, till the 
very Hour in which he moft unhappily be- 
came a Party in it, been of great Service 
to the Government.—That by his Pre- 
fence in Ki/marnock, and other adjacent 
Places in that Part of Scotland, he had 
prevented great Numbers from joining 
the Rebels, and excited the Country as 
much as poffible to continue firm to their 
true Allegiance.— That he wes very far 
from being a Perfon of Confequence a- 


up in 


mong the Rebels.—- That he ha 
one fingle Man for their Service 
he bought up any Arms,—That fon os 
he had jomed them, being over-perfuades 
he was convinced of his Erior, anq - 
fisting upon the Confequences that ma 
‘ » rei at mug 

neceffarily attend his Family, bY pettiftin 
in that Error, to prevent fo great a Blot j 
his own Efcutcheon, he determined to i. 
mit himfelf to his Majefty’s Clemency 
That for that Purpofe he feparated himnel 
from his Corps at the Battle of Culloden and 
ftaid to render himfelf a Prifoner, though 
he had frequent Opportunities, and mighe 
with the utmoft Eafe have made ‘he 
Efcape: For the Truth of which he ap. 
pealed tothe Perfon to whom he furrendered, 

‘That fince he had joined them, he had 
fpared the Lives of many of his Majeity's 
Subjefts, whom they had taken Prifoners: 
and that he affifted the Sick and Wounded 
as much as lay in his Power, and had en. 
deavoured to make their Confinement as 
eafy to them as poffible.——hat it was 
with the utmoft Horrer and Deteitation he 
had feen a Letter from the French Court, 
prefuming to dictate Laws to a Brith 
Monarch, in what Manner he thould treat 
his rebellious Subje@ts, (fee p. 287.)— 
That ~if, after all he had {aid, the above 
Motives fhould not be fufficient to induce 
them to imploy their Intereft with his Ma- 
jetty, for his Royal Clemency in his Behalf, 
which he moft heartily prayed, he thould 
then lay down his Liie with the utmot 
Pleafure ; and that his lateit Moments 
fhould be employed in fervent Prayer for 
the Prefervation of the Tilnftrious Houte of 
Hanover, and for the Peace and Projpenty 
of Great Britain.”” 

The Earl of Cromarty defired their ord. 
fhips favourable Reprefentation of his un- 
happy Cafe to his Majefty, in contidera- 
tion of his numerous Family. 

Lord Balmerino moved in Arreft of }udg- 
ment, That the Bill againft him ougnt 
have been found in the Place where the 
Faét was committed ; for that the A@ 
upon which the Indi€&tment was preerd 
in another County, (wiz. the County o 
Surrey) commenced after the Crime 4l- 
ledged againft him was committed. (>¢¢ 
p- 153.) He therefore defired Mr. 7:4 
fam and Mr. Forrefter might be affigned 
Council for him ; which was granted.
